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1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not 
clear, concise and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to 
comply with 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or 
verbose terms used in the specification are: the purpose of the "cross-reference to 
related applications" portion of the specification has been misunderstood by applicant. 
This refers to co-pending applications to which applicant is claiming priority. It is not a 
venue in which to describe the prior art. Furthermore, applicant has repeated this 
information in paragraphs 1-3 (background) of the specification. Thus, the cross 
reference paragraph should be replaced by "not applicable", or simply deleted 
altogether. 

Also, in the detailed description portion of the specification, applicant indicates 
that there are two embodiments of the invention shown in figures 1-7 and 8-14, 
respectively. However, nowhere does the disclosure specifically show or describe the 
differences in the two embodiments. In fact, the detailed description makes no 
references at all to any specific figures, making a proper understanding of the invention 
difficult. 
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It is also noted that the specification in general is replete with spelling and 
grammatical errors too numerous to mention specifically. Finally, it is not understood 
what purpose page 10 of the specification serves, in which the term "figures" is written. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim{s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 
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1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. Claims 1-3, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over McGill et al (US 6,406,248) in view of Rountree (US 6.561 ,745) or 
Alexander (US 3,913,762). 

McGill shows a hand truck for transporting and lifting hot water heaters from a 
floor into an attic (see especially the figure 5 embodiment), including frame 12 
supported by a two-wheeled axle, a telescopic frame 15', safety holes and 
corresponding pins 93, hand crank 18, supports 13, handles 74, lifting plate 16, strap 
66, etc, but does not show a braking system. 

Rountree and Alexander both show lever operated braking systems for hand 

trucks. 

It would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have modified the apparatus of McGill by adding a braking system, as 
shown by Rountree or Alexander, as this is a common expedient in the hand truck art 
and would clearly enhance the operation of the McGill apparatus by allowing improved 
control thereof.
